Pof>it/a> Mechanics for May has an 
arcticle telling of the work of Dr. 
Robert H. Gault, of Northwestern 
University, in developing tactual 
interprstation (using sense of touch 
to identify vibrations of sound ) of 
speech. I may add that scientists 
claim our ears are merely skin out- 
growths, enlarged and adapted 
through need in leng evolution into 
their well-known forms. Practice 
has enabled many pupils under Dr. 
Gault to catch sounds through vi- 
brations to distinguish tone and to 
learn to speak normally, when thev 
have had no previous experience or 
ability in oral or aural expression 

I understand that when deafness 
sets in, tissue changes prevent return 
to normalcy. So another wav is 
necessary to develop aural ability 
and appreciation. We deaf-mutes 
know we can feel noise even if we 
are totally deaf nn i we know the 
only genuine deaf-mute is a corpse. 
British scientists have been work- 
ing along a method of placing a 
phone receiver, or some instrument 
conveying sound, over the bones of 
ihe inner ear, or between the teeth, 
and they claim success or indication 
of future success.

It means he will not get 
work at all or only a day a week in 
season .
